Speak ing of whooping cough and 
the need for controlling this child­ 
hood disease, Dr. 
'Geo. 
W. 
Cox, 
State Health Office, states that the 
death rate from whooping cough in 
the United States increased in 19 41 
almost 33 per cent over the 
rate 
for 19 40. 
f “The only source 
from 
which 
whooping cough may be contracted 
is another case of whooping cough,” 
he stated, “and isolation of 
cases 
must be universally 
practiced 
to 
prevent spread of the disease.” 
The infectious agent or germ of 
whooping cough is transmitted 
by 
‘droplets ex pelled in coughing, and 
sneezing or speak ing, Dr. Cox said 
The discharges from the nose and 
throat are dangerous; the need for 
early recognition and careful isola­ 
tion of whooping cough is obvious. 
The first sign of this disease 
is 
usually a dry cough, which 
per­ 
sists night and day and tends 
to 
become more severe. The disease is 
fully developed when vomiting 
of 
food and 
whoop 
accompany 
the 
■paroxysm of cough. Children 
who 
have whooping cough must not at­ 
tend school or come in contact with 
other children, until 
three 
week s 
after the 
appearance

A large number of farmers have 
been ask ing questions relative 
to 
the planting of soy beans as 
a na­ 
tional defense crop. Soy beans aro 
adapted to the soil and climate con­ 
ditions of a large part of the cotton 
region. They will grow 
on practi­ 
cally any soil that produces cow- 
peas 
successfully, 
although 
seed 
production varies greatly from year 
to year, depending on weather con­ 
ditions, and yields are uncertain. 
Soy 'beans are legumes and can 
be planted very successfully in al­ 
ternate rows with grain sorghums 
but should wait until the grain 
from one to two feet in height be­ 
fore planting the beans, thus giving 
the soil plenty of time 
to 
“ warm 
up.” They can be planted with 
an 
ordinary planter used 
for 
cotton 
and grain. 
'Good varieties are Macoupin, Ar- 
k soy, Mamloxi, Mammoth 
Yellow, 
Biloxi, and Laredo. 
All 
varieties 
should be inoculated with bacterial 
culture before planting. When plant- 
j ed in alternate rows with 
grain 
sorghum around one-fourth to one- 
third of a bushel of seed is required 
per acre, but when planted straight 
twice the amount or less is requir­ 
ed.
